AGRICOLearn:  INTERACTIVE  LASER  VIDEODISK  TECHNOLOGY  FOR 
AGRICOLA  INSTRUCTION

NAL  has  a new  instructor  for  the  AGRICOLA  course.  His  name  is 
Roger.  He  does  not  work  for  NAL,  he  is  not  a librarian,  and  he 
has  only  been  in  the  NAL  building  once.  He  is  an  actor  and 
serves  as  the  guide  for  a course  on  understanding  and  searching 
the  AGRICOLA  online  database.  The  students  see  and  hear  him 
only  through  the  monitor  and  speakers  of  a computer  system. 
His  form,  movements,  and  words  are  recorded  on  a laser  video- 
disk. He  is  part  of  an  innovative  and  exciting  "high  tech" 
project  cal  led  AGRICOLearn. 
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NAL  decided  on  this  project 
to  make  AGRICOLA  training 
more  available  and  effective. 
NAL  sought  an  alternative  to

AGRICOLearn  is  a course  of  instruction  in  searching  the  AGRICO- 
LA online  database,  which  is  a major  research  database,  online 
with  two  of  the  largest  database  vendors,  DIALOG  and  BRS.  Re- 
searchers and  librarians  use  it  throughout  the  country  and  the 
world.  A full  range  of  data  elements  provides  opportunity  for 
simple  or  very  complex  search  strategy. 


This  computer-assisted  interactive  videodisk  course  allows  stu- 
dents to  work  one  on  one  with  the  system.  The  computer  program 
guides  the  students  through  a complete  course,  or  they  may  pick 
only  those  parts  they  want.  Many  paths  and  subpaths  are  avail- 
able and  many  levels  of  in- 
struction possible.  The 
course  provides  an  introduc- 
tion to  AGRICOLA,  a refresh- 
er , or  instruction  for  in- 
depth  searching. 


some  instructor-led  courses  as  funds  be- 
came less  available  for  travel  by  in- 
structors to  external  sites.  NAL  also 
wanted  a system  which  would  be  available 
in  whatever  location  an  owner  or  borrower 
wished  to  put  it  and  for  as  many  hours  as 
desired,  and  which  onsite  instructors 
could  use  as  a teaching  tool.  This  al- 
ternative became  possible  as  this  new 
technology  proved  to  be  effective  for 
i nstr  uct ion : 

"When  using  interactive  delivery 
methods  instead  of  other  instruc- 
tional methods,  learners  can  cover 
course  material  more  rapidly.  Un- 
like classroom  students,  interactive 
video  learners  are  not  locked  into  a 
specific  linear  i nstructional  se- 
quence, and  can  skip  over  material 
they  already  know  or  have  mastered. 

"Also,  because  audio  and  video 
training  is  coupled  with  learner 
interaction,  the  student  is  able 
to  learn  the  same  amount  of  informa- 
tion--but  more  efficiently  than  with 
a more  traditional  format.... 

"Learners  using  videodisc-based  in- 
struction remember  more  material  and 
remember  it  longer  than  learners  us- 
ing traditional  delivery  methods."

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NAL  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
University  of  Maryland,  Center  for  In- 
structional Development  and  Evaluation 
(CIDE),  College  Park,  MD,  to  develop  the 
AGRICOLearn  course.  CIDE  did  the  in- 
structional planning,  design,  video  pro- 
duction and  programming.  NAL  worked 

closely  with  CIDE,  spending  many  staff 
hours  on  the  subject  content.  While  the 
NAL  interest  centers  on  the  instruction 
in  use  of  its  AGRICOLA  database,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maryland's  interest  is  in  the 
use  of  the  technology  in  education  and  as 
a model  of  instruction  in  searching  on- 
line databases  like  AGRICOLA. 

Objecti ves 

This  project  provides  an  interesting  and 
motivating  onsite  training  system,  avail- 
able 24  hours  per  day,  if  needed,  and  is 
designed  to  meet  these  objectives: 

1.  To  define  the  AGRICOLA  online  data- 
base and  its  uses. 

2.  To  show  how  AGRICOLA  is  searched  and 
what  results  and  products  can  be  expec- 
ted. 

3.  To  enable  the  users  to  search  the  AG- 
RICOLA database  at  a less  complex  level , 
such  as  for  author  or  title. 
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4.  To  teach  the  user  to  search  the  AGRI- 
COLA  database  by  subject  or  any  aspect  at 
an  i n-depth  1 evel .

Audience 

The  course  is  for  anyone  who  wants  to 
know  about  or  search  the  AGRICOLA  online 
database,  such  as  agricultural  scientists 
and  researchers,  extension  agents,  li- 
brarians and  information  specialists  in 
rural  areas  or  in  agricultural  universi- 
ties and  information  centers,  students 
and  faculty  at  colleges  of  agriculture  or 
other  agricultural  units  at  universities, 
and  those  seeking  a model  for  training  in 
the  use  of  online  databases  and  interac- 
tive technology.  These  include  library 
and  information  science  faculty  and  stu- 
dents, and  librarians  and  information 
specialists.  An  instructor  of  an  AGRICO- 
LA course,  whether  beginning  level  or  ad- 
vanced, will  be  able  to  call  on  the  sys- 
tem for  examples  and  explanations  of  com- 
mands and  procedures,  and  for  demonstra- 
tions of  searches,  and  the  student  will 
be  able  to  review  as  desired. 


Structure  of  the  Course 

The  course  is  contained  on  a videodisk, 
10  computer  floppy  disks,  and  some  prin- 
ted material.  It  is  organized  into  mod- 
ules or  chapters  with  the  following  head- 
ings: 1:  Introduction;  2:  Personal  As- 
sessment; 3:  Databases  in  General;  4: 

Search  and  Retrieval  Strategies;  5:  AG- 
RICOLA database;  6:  DIALOG  and  BRS;  7: 

Simul  ation . 

The  computer  assesses  the  students' 
needs,  recommends  chapters  and  lessons  to 
be  done,  and  remembers  those  completed 
for  each  student.  However,  the  student 
may  select  lessons  in  any  sequence  or 
combination.  Chapters  generally  consist 
of  several  lessons,  with  an  option  always 
to  go  to  another  chapter  or  lesson,  to  go 
to  the  i ndex/gl  ossary , or  to  exit  the 
program.  The  index/glossary  contains  im- 
portant terms  and  concepts  with  defini- 
tions and  hypertext  access  to  fuller  de- 
scriptions . 

The  AGRICOLearn  course  can  be  easily  up- 
dated. The  videodisk  cannot  be  changed; 
however,  most  of  the  course  content, 
which  is  on  computer  floppy  disks  can  be. 
New  lessons  can  be  added  or  old  lessons 
adjusted  using  the  IMSATT  authoring  sys- 
tem with  which  the  course  was  created. 
Although  the  videodisk  cannot  be  changed, 
it  can  be  accessed  and  used  in  new  ways.

Importance

The  courseware  resulting  from 
this  program  will  substantial- 
ly benefit  agricultural  li- 
braries and  institutions  all 
over  the  world  by  providing  an 
understanding  of  and  ability 
to  use  one  of  the  largest  and 
most  complete  databases  of  ag- 
ricultural citations  in  the 
world.  Courses  can  be  developed  in  vari- 
ous languages  and  at  various  levels  to 
assist  less  developed  countries  in  ac- 
quiring agricultural  information.  The 
AGRICOLA  database  has  been  put  on  compact 
laser  disks.  It  is  feasible  to  produce 
an  independent,  stand-alone  system  which 
would  contain  the  entire  AGRICOLA  data- 
base on  compact  disks  in  combination  with 
the  interactive  system  providing  a com- 
plete set  of  instructions  at  various  lev- 
els and  in  various  languages,  and  an  ex- 
pert system  for  assistance  during  search- 
es. The  1 ibrary  education  profession 
will  benefit  from  the  development  and  use 
of  this  very  recent  and  highly  effective 
technology  for  instruction  and  from  the 
dissemination  of  its  knowledge,  capabili- 
ties, and  uses  among  those  entering  the 
information  profession.

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CENTER  FOR  ALTERNATIVES  TO  ANIMAL  TESTING

The  Johns  Hopkins  Center  for  Alternatives 
to  Animal  Testing  (CAAT)  is  one  of  its 
own  most  successful  experiments.  Founded 
in  September  1981  at  the  Hopkins  School 
of  Public  Health  in  Baltimore,  the  Center 
concept  was  unique.  Never  before  had 
such  a joint  venture  been  tr ied--i ndus- 
trial  funding  of  investigator-initiated 
grants  awarded  to  applicants  from  the 
host  and  external  institutions  through  a 
peer  review  process. 

Alan  Goldberg,  Ph.D.,  a toxicologist  and 
associate  dean  at  the  School  of  Public 
Health,  is  the  Center's  director.  Ac- 
cording to  Goldberg,  the  Center  has  three 
major  areas  of  focus; 

- Funding  research  into  the  replacement 
or  reduction  of  animals  in  toxicity 
testi ng . 

- Maintaining  an  In  Vitro  Toxicology 
Laboratory  to  stimulate  research  at  the 
fundamental  and  applied  levels. 

- Communicating  the  progress  of  the  Cen- 
ter to  the  scientific  and  lay  communi- 
ties. 

The  enabling  grant  from  the  Cosmetic, 
Toiletry  and  Fragrance  Association,  Inc., 
reflected  a need  for  industry  to  foster 
outstanding  research  to  seek  alterna- 
tives. Hopkins  was  eager  to  increase 
private  sector  rel ationshi ps  in  line  with 
its  traditions  of  scientific  excellence 
and  academic  freedom. 

Since  its  inception,  the  scientific  pro- 
gram has  funded  more  than  $2.5  million  in 
grants  for  investigation  of  inflammation 
and  irritation,  cellular  toxicity-acute 
toxicity,  and  organ  specific  responses. 
Scientists  in  the  United  States,  Canada, 
and  Europe  have  been  awarded  CAAT  grants, 
and  most  of  their  studies  have  been  pub- 
lished or  are  in  press  in  scientific 
journal s and  books  . 


The  research  activities  of  the  In  Vitro 
Toxicology  Laboratory,  directed  by  John 
Frazier,  Ph.D.,  associate  director  of  the 
Center,  point  to  the  development  of  inno- 
vative in  vitro  toxicity  testing  methods 
for  the  evaluation  of  organ-specific  cy- 
totoxicity of  chemical  agents.  Of  par- 
ticular importance  is  the  lab's  support 
of  the  Center's  efforts  to  develop  in  vi- 
tro alternatives  to  the  Draize  eye  test. 

The  lab  offers  industry,  government,  and 
academic  scientists  an  opportunity  to 
learn  tissue  culture  techniques  and  to 
devel op  their  skills. 

But  the  Center's  activities  do  more  than 
lead  to  alternatives  to  animal  testing. 
The  education  program  provides  a clearer 
understanding  of  its  program  and  progress 
for  the  scientific  community,  corporate 
leaders,  legislators,  animal  rights 
groups,  and  the  general  public. 

Representatives  of  the  Center  speak  with 
the  media  almost  on  a daily  basis.  Its 
scientists  testify  before  policy-making 
groups.  A newsletter  is  published  three 
times  a year  with  an  international  circu- 
lation of  20,000.  When  Goldberg  partici- 
pated in  a symposium  in  Japan  last  year, 
he  found  that  the  newsletter  is  transla- 
ted into  Japanese. 

The  Center  initiated  a series  of  work- 
shops in  1987  to  present  an  overview  of 
currently-funded  research;  and  its  inter- 
national symposia  draw  more  than  250  peo- 
ple, with  the  proceedings  published  as 
part  of  the  series  Alternative  Methods  in 
Toxicology • 

Major  sponsors  of  the  Center  are  The  Cos- 
metic, Toiletry  and  Fragrance  Associa- 
tion, Bri stol -Myer s Co.,  Exxon  Corp.,  Am- 
oco Corp.,  and  Abbott  Laboratories . The 
Geraldine  R.  Dodge  Foundation  supports 
the  newsletter  and  Bausch  and  Lomb  spon- 
sored the  development  and  publication  of 
Volume  4 of  the  Alternative  series. 

Because  of  the  Hopkins  commitment  to  ex- 
cellence and  a firm  scientific  basis  for 
research,  communication,  and  credibility, 
the  Center  for  Alternatives  to  Animal 
Testing  is  fostering  projects  which  will

The  two  center 
panels  include  a graphic  of  the  six  spe- 
cies of  laboratory  animals  that  are  spe- 
cifically named  in  the  1985  amendment  to 
the  Animal  Welfare  Act.  Surrounding  this 
graphic  design  are  photographs  of  re- 
searchers interacting  with  laboratory  an- 
imals and  one  photo  of  cell  cultures  to 
indicate  the  use  of  alternatives  in  re- 
search. One  of  the  side  panels  briefly 
describes  the  types  of  information  to  be 
provided  by  NAL  staff  through  the  Animal 
Welfare  Information  Center  as  stated  by 
the  1985  amendment.  The  other  side  panel 
highlights  some  information  about  NAL  and 
the  services  available. 

Several  types  of  information  handouts  can 
accompany  the  exhibit.  The  recently  com- 
pleted AWIC  brochure  shares  the  graphic 
design  of  the  table-top  exhibit,  and  de- 
scribes the  scope  of  the  information  cen- 
ter and  the  services  available  in  detail.

Deputy  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Peter  C. 
Myers,  in  recent  testimony  before  the  Con- 
servation, Credit  and  Rural  Development  Sub- 
committee of  the  House  Agriculture  Commit- 
tee, reemphasized  USDA's  commitment  to  rural 
America  and  announced  its  6-point  Rural  Re- 
generation Initiative.

MAKING  WAVES

June  marked  the  end  of  Jessie  C.  Smith's 
five-year  consultancy  for  the  ambitious 
Zambia  Agricultural  and  Research  Exten- 
sion (ZAMARE)  project  to  help  the  south 
central  African  nation  achieve  greater 
sel f-suff iciency . 

Smith,  who  is  library  services  director 
for  the  University  of  Maryl  and/Eastern 
Shore,  masterminded  plans  to  launch  a 
national  agricultural  library  system. 
She  reorganized  nine  existing  1 ibrary 
substations  into  computer -1  inked  branches 
of  the  Mount  Makulu  Research  Station, 
which  she  designated  as  the  country's 
central  agricultural  research  library.  A 
one-time  school  librarian.  Smith  worked 
with  project  partners  from  the  local  Min- 
istry of  Agriculture  and  Water  Develop- 
ment, the  University  of  Illinois  at 
Urbana-Champaign,  and  the  U.S.  Agency  for 
International  Development. 

Her  admi  ni  strati  ve , technical,  and  educa- 
tional proposals  have  already  paid  off 
for  the  nation's  700,000  independent  far- 
mers. By  utilizing  ZAMARE 's  still- 
evolving  resources,  microbiologists  have 
developed  a breakthrough  inoculation  that 
makes  Zambian  soil  suitable  for  soybean 
crops.

SUSAN  WHITMORE  HEADS  DCRC 

On  September  14,  1987  , Susan  Whitmore  be- 
came the  Head  of  the  D.C.  Reference  Cen- 
ter of  NAL.  This  library  center  located 
in  Room  1052  in  the  USDA's  South  Build- 
ing, provides  a full  range  of  library  and 
information  services  to  the  administra- 
tive staff  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture in  its  central  complex  on  the  Mall 
and  Independence  Avenue.  While  its  name 
implies  that  it  contains  a reference  col- 
lection, the  DCRC  also  has  online  comput- 
er access  to  NAL's  AGRICOLA  database  and 
other  databases,  daily  document  delivery 
service  from  the  main  library  in  Belts- 
ville  for  both  loaned  and  photocopied 
publications,  a periodicals  display  for 
current  and  recent  issues  of  economic, 
political,  social,  and  scientific  jour- 
nals of  greatest  interest  to  the  D.C. 
library  users,  and  access  to  all  of  NAL's 
ser  vices . 

In  addition  Ms.  Whitmore  indicated  that 
she  will  establish  a demonstration  and 
training  center  at  DCRC.  As  one  of  the 
teachers  for  the  AGRICOLA  Training  Work- 
shops, she  helped  develop  and  advance  the 
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present  course,  and  served  as  a technical 
advisor  and  writer  for  the  AGRICOLearn 
interactive  videodisk  course.  She  and 
tfiree  other  instructors  will  conduct  a 
series  of  the  basic  and  advanced  AGRICOLA 
and  CRIS  workshops  at  DCRC.  The  Center 
will  also  demonstrate  and  train  users  in 
the  applications  of  new  technologies  de- 
veloped by  NAL  including  AGRICOLA  on 
compact  disk  (CD  ROM),  AGRICOLearn,  the 
Pork  Industry  Handbook  and  a dozen  other 
full  text  documents  on  CD  ROM,  the  Forest 
Service  Photographs  videodisk,  several 
expert  systems,  and  new  products  as  they 
are  completed. 

Ms.  Whitmore  and  the  DCRC  staff  will  also 
conduct  a more  active  outreach  program  to 
inform  current  and  potential  users  of  new 
products  and  services,  will  interview  key 
officials  in  the  various  agencies  of  the 
Department,  and  will  discuss  with  them 
their  information  needs  and  concerns. 
The  DCRC  staff  will  develop  a number  of 
publications  to  identify  the  Center's 
services  and  holdings  for  the  users. 

Ms.  Whitmore  joined  the  NAL  staff  in 
October  1984  after  having  served  as  an 
intern  in  the  Veterans  Administration  Li- 
brary and  Food  and  Drug  Administration, 
Bureau  of  Foods  Library.  For  two  of  the 
years  at  NAL  she  held  a collateral  as- 
signment as  Head  of  the  National  Arbore- 
tum Library,  and  was  the  first  coordina- 
tor of  NAL's  Horticulture  Information 
Center  . 

Ms.  Whitmore  earned  her  MLS  at  Catholic 
University,  an  M.S.  in  plant  pathology  at 
the  University  of  Maryland,  and  a B.S.  in 
Biology  at  George  Mason  University.  She 
has  published  part  of  her  thesis,  "Heavy 
Metal  Susceptabil  ity  in  Spiropl  asmas  ."
